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CRUSHED CORN FOR STEERS 
ON GRASS. 


A correspondent from Ida county, 
lowa, writes: 

“I would like your opinion as to 
feeding ear corn to _ gteers on 
grass. To feed shelled corn in the 


open feeder takes more corn than I 
want to feed. I have fed for two years 


and find that when grass is good fre- | 


quently some of them will be slow and 
not care to eat while others will eat 
more corn than they should. Would 
crushed cob be preferable?” 


There is a good deal of honest differ- | 


ence of opinion among feeders as to 
the amount of corn it will pay to feed 
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price, and second the cost of grinding. 
Whether to use a feeder. or not is also 
a matter to be determined by circum- 


stances. Where cattle are fed on the 


farm and the labor cost of feeding 
from bunks is relatively light, we 
would not use a feeder. If feeding 


cattle a couple miles from home, the 
waste from the feeder would be less 
than the cost of labor. 

It will be seen, therefore, that our 
correspondent has asked us a pretty 
hard question, and one to which we 
cannot definite answer. The 
best we could say is this. We wou'd 
feed cattle on grass all

them, the growers ought on their own 
behalf take the trouble to do so. limes 
will not always be as good as they 
are now, and there may come a time 
inside of five years when the loss of 
even ten per cent of the oats crop will 
be severely felt. 

We caution farmers especially who 
intend to make oat hay to treat their 
seed oats for smut. While smut in 


oats allowed to ripen seldom does 
harm beyond diminishing the yield, 
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oats cut for hay when smutted are 
exceedingly dangerous. Two years 220 
a dairyman near Bozeman, Montana, 
lost twelve out of thirty cows within 
eighteen hours after giving them their 
first feed of smutted oat hay. when the 
grain is ripe, the mut has disappeared, 
but when the grain is cut in season to 
make good hay there is more or ‘ess 
of an element of danger. The remedy 
ig not to decline to make the oat hay, 
but in treating for smut so as to have 
good hay when you make it.

A Republic county, Kansas, 
pondent writes: 

“Is there any risk in getting seed 
corn from Jowa to plant in north cen- 
tral Kansas, about six miles south of 
the Nebraska state line? I would like 
to get some seed corh from Shenan- 
doah. Some tell me it is perfecily 
safe; others that have tried the lowa 
Silver Mine from Des Moines say 
they never saw corn look better until 
the dry weather when it withered aud 
made almost nothing.” 

We think it perfectly safe. Remem 
ber, however, that Republic is the 
sixth county from the Missouri river 
and that conditions are much 
than in Iowa and that whether corn 
wil] stand the dry weather depends on 
the avai'able water above and below, 
and that °*. will not stand as thick 
planting as hi lowa. We don't think 
the variety of seed or the state from 
which it is obtained has anything to 
do with the drying of the corn, pro- 
vided the variety is one that will ma- 
ture in time to keep out of frost. Any 
variety of corn will wilt and produce 
little or nothing if it does not have 
a sufficient supply of moisture. Get 
the furrow slice well compacted 
against the under slice or subswil. 
Don’t plant too thick and give surface 
cultivation.

A correspondent from Sac county, 
who is living on a rented farm and 
expects to leave it this year and whose 
landlord will not furnish grass seed. 
wants to: know if he can have a hog 
pasture by using Dwarf Essex rape and 
whether it would do to sow oais 
with it. 

Sow the oats and rape together, or 
better still sow some oats and spring 
wheat and rape together, giving a half 
seeding of oats and a half of wheat 
and about three pounds of rape, and 
Larrowing it all in on his pasture 
after disking it. This will furnish 
aim plenty of hog feed during the 
eummer. 

Our correspondent says Wallaces’ 
Farmer is a large kid for a six-y2ar- 
old. in which he is undoubtedly cor- 
rect. We hope his venture on a hog 
pasture as we have suggested will be 
as successful as the Farmer has been. 


A Cass county, Iowa,, correspondent 
writes: 


“Should field peas such as Beauty 
or Canada be sown with early or late 
oats so as to ripen together?” 

We advise our farmers who are 
using this combination to read care- 
fully Mr. Brown's communication on 
page 240 of our issue of Feb. 22d, and 
note especially the last paragraph in 
the first column. If persons in his 
latitude, that of Dodge county, Neb., 
will follow Mr. Brown’s. suggestions 
they will come out all right. The diffi- 
culty is in getting peas and oats to 
balance, that is to get ‘hem as nearly 








half and half as possible. Some sea- 
sons the peas will get ahead and others 
the oats. 

We would sow the peas first and plow 
them under about three inches deep. 
Then sow the oats and harrow in. If 
you attempt to harrow in the peas 
with the oats you will find the peas 
on top of the ground and dry weather 
will interfere with their growth. 


A Sac county, Iowa, asks if it will 
do to sow rape in corn the last time 
of plowing, and cut the corn in bdep- 
tember, and is there any danger of its 
hurting the cattle by eating it after 
being frosted. 

We think it is safe to sow rape in 
corn at the last plowing, provided 
there is plenty of moisture in the land. 
It will not, however, make much 
growth until the maturity of the corn 
lets the sunlight in, but we think it 
will pay in keeping down the weeds 
for all that it costs and in a favorable 
year will give a lot of good pasture 
for cattle feeding in the corn stalks. 
We have never heard of any damage 
to cattle from eating frosted rape. 
When frosted it is not always safe to 
let sheep eat it. 


A correspondent from Andrews 
county, Minnesota, wants to know if 
it is injurious to blue grass pasture 
for cattle to tramp over it while it ‘s 
thawing. Land is in pasture about 
twelve years and is getting sod bound. 

In reply we would say that many 
farmers find it a positive benefit to 
trample blue grass pastures quite thor- 
oughly in the spring. Rather than put 
the cattle on it to trample it, we would 
take a disk and cut it up. The benefit 
the cattle do is not in compacting the 
land but in cutting it up so as to pre- 
vent sod binding. A disk will do this 
much better and with less damage on 
heavy land than the hoofs of cattle. 
When you disk it sow clover and har- 
row. 


A correspondent in northeast lowa 
writes: 

“IT have about ten acres of very 
sandy land which I wish to seed to 
timothy and clover. I failed to get a 
catch last year and wish to try it 
again. Please advise me ag to the best 
method.” 

If we had land of that kind we 
wSuld sow it as soo. as possible to 
clover and timothy at the rate before 
mentioned in Wallaces’ Farmer and 
with it sow not over a bushel of orits 
to the acre, giving them both the same 
covering and getting them in as early 
as possible. If when the oats headed 
out the clover appeared delicate, we 
would treat the oats before sowing for 
smut so that in case the season was 
favorable to smut the hay would not 
injure the cattle. If the season is wet 
and the clover appeared healthy and 
we wished to cut the oats for grain, 
we would do go. The safest way is 
to treat for smut, sow thin and make 
hay of it. 

The only other way we would sug- 
gest for this kind of land would be 
to sow rye in the fall, timothy and 
clover in the spring, then pasture. 





A Cascade, Iowa, correspondent 
writes that he has a piece of land 
badly worn out which he has seeded 
to grass three times and failed to get 
a catch and is thinking of putting it 
in spring rye this year and seeding it 
with grass again. He asks if spring 
rye is a paying crop and if so where 
can it be procured. Spring rye is 
hard to find. We never grew it but 
once, then mixed with oats, but the 
chinch bugs damaged the rye so much 
that the experiment was unprofitable. 
Better sow a bushel of oats to the 
acre with your clover and timothy, 
then cut the oats for hay, first treat- 
ing the seed for smut as advised else- 
where. 


An Iowa correspondent writes: 

“What is the best feed for miik 
cows, good corn stover or good millet 
hay? Which for young cattle?” 

In either case, good corn stover. 
Millet hay when fed to dairy cows or 
young cattle at the rate of five or ten 
pounds per day is a good feed; or mil- 
let hay might be given one feed a day 
in larger quantities to be followed 
with corn stover or clover. It may be 
different in eastern sections, but you 
will set more feed out of sorghum than 
you will out of millet. Both can he 


sown about the same time of the. year 
and on the same kind of land. 
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OUR INDICTMENT OF THE CORN 
STALK. 


We have traveled quite extensively 
in the states of Illinois, Nebraska, 
and Iowa this year for the purpose 
of attending the larger farmers’ in- 
stitutes, and the more we see of agri- 
cultural conditions and hear the views 
of farmers, the more severe is the 
indictment that we must prefer 
against the stalk fields, that is, the 
fields of corn stalks left uncut and 
used as winter pastures .for horses 
and cattle. 

The first charge that we prefer 
against them is that they cause the 
loss of thousands of cattle by what is 
known as corn stalk disease in its 
various forms., Whether in the form 
of a disease of the brain and spinal 


cord, impaction of the stomach, or 
ergotism, these losses occur. only 
when being pastured during the 
winter season in stalk fields. The 


cause of the disease is not definitely 
settled. The fact that they occur only 
when pasturing the stalk fields should 
of itself furnish a severe indictment 
against the wasteful practice of using 
the corn stalk as pasture, so common 
in the Mississippi valley, instead of 
harvesting them as forage and thus 
saving two-fifths of the total crop. 

Our second count is that they fur- 
nish the best possible winter quarters 
for the various insect enemies of the 
farmer. We do not see how it is pos- 
sible for the farmer to rid his farm 
of cinch bugs, army worms, and such, 
so long as he allows his corn forage 
to go to waste, or uses it merely as 
a dangerous winter pasture ,at best of 
little more value than the corn that 
has been left in them. So long as 
farmers fail to harvest their corn, just 
so long may we expect to hear la- 
mentations on account of the ravages 
of these insect pects, even until time 
shall be no longer. 

Our third indictment, and the sever- 
est of all against the unharvested corn 
stalk, is that it is a serious obstacle 
in the way of adopting improved 
methods of culture. In all the insti- 
tutes that we have attended we find 
that the best farmers are studyivg 
the conservation of soil moisture. The 
agricultural colleges, the experiment 
stations, and the up-to-date agricultur- 
al papers are getting in their work. 
The best farmers now understand that 
they must conserve moisture by com- 
pacting the plowed surface against 
the subsoil, or under soil, and main- 
tain a mulch of dry dirt. Corn stalks, 
unless harvested, or if not then raked 
raked and burned, very seriously in- 
terfere with the adoption of the meth- 
ods of the new and improved agricul- 
ture. Even if cut and turned under 
for a crop of corn they interfere yery 
seriously with the control of the 
under water stored in the winter and 
spring, by breaking off the water 
ladder and thus preventing capillary 
action from drawing up this water for 
the use of the plants. When its is 
understood that four-fifths of the 
dry matter of the corn and stalk is 
made between the time of tasseling 
and maturity, at which time _ the 
drouths are most frequent, it will be 
seen what a serious menace these corn 
stalks are to improved agriculture 
and how seriously they interfere with 
securing the first-class crop o: corn. 

Moreover, if plowed under without 
cutting they interfere most seriously 
with the use of surface cultivators, 
such as the Acme, the object of which 
is to create a mulch of dry dirt, thus 
shutting off evaporation and keeping 
the water brought up from below from 
going to waste, a process very essen- 
tial to securing a full crop of corn. 

Where the crop following corn is 
oats or spring wheat, there is less 
damage, but the man who is unwilling 
to break his stalks, rake and burn 
them, is seldom willing to give that 
thorough coultivation that will pre- 
vent these dry, useless stalks from re- 
appearing in his wheat harvest; or, if 
he sows to clover and timothy, in the 
hay crop the year following. 

The only argument of any force in 
favor of the present methods of farm- 
ers who are not really waked up is 
that they furnish material for some 
humus in the soil. When it is con- 
sidered, however, that the stalks, 
whether turned 
surface, contain nothing 
aceous matter and ash, 
is still retained in the soil and car- 
bonaceous matter can be’ readily re-

A BILLION DOLLAR TRUST. 


Now that congress is about 
journ, the senate not having acted on 
the anti-trust bill which passed the 
house, and the house having defeated 
a resolution proposing a constitution- 
al amendment giving congress full 
power to deal with the trusts, it is 
not surprising that eight of the prin- 
cipal trusts have combined in a mam- 


to ad 


moth trust with a capital of $1.- 
100,000,000. These are the American 
Steel Hoop, the American Tin Plate, 
the American Sheet Steel, the Nation- 
al Steel, the National Tube, the Amer- 
ican Steel & Wire, the Federal Steel, 
and the Carnegie Company. 

The outsanding securities of these 
seven trusts and the Carnegie Com- 
pany amount to $738,770,200. The 


capitalization of the new trust is $1,- 
100,000,000, showing an increased cap- 
italization, showing an increased cap 
italization, or in other words an injec 
tion of water to the amount of over 
$316,000,000. When it is considered 
that the company stock amounting to 
about half of the capitalization of 
this company, is pure water; and that 
this combination of water and value 
has been further watered to the extent 
of thirty-three per cent, it will be 
seen that the baptism which investors 
are about to receive is not sprinkling 
after the Presbyterian method, but 
an immersion of the true Baptist 
type. 

We regard this new combination as 
dangerous and a menace to national 
prosperity. It will not directly af- 
fect the farmer who does not deal in 
stocks or bonds, but who pins his 
faith to genuine dirt and actual live 


stock. The persons who will suffer 
will be speculators, professional men, 
operatives, and factory wage work- 


ers who find it dicult in default of 
the government to enact a_ postal 
savings bank to find a place where 
they can use a small amount of money 
to advantage. 

These stocks will be sold on the 
Board of Trade and finally find their 
way into savings banks and like cor 
porations, where they will finally be 
bought by a comparatively poor «lass 
of people who have little opportunity 
of making good investments. 

When the crash comes, as come it 


will, it will impoverish these people; 
and when these people are impover 
ished the farmer will lose his hest 
customers. Here is where he will be 
hit. We are going at a terrific rate 
now in a good many ways. Once 
more we say, if you are out of debt, 
keep out. If you are in debt, get out. 


If you can’t get out, get out as near as 
you can and stay out. 

We don’t anticipate any sudden 
change. It takes time for bad poli- 
cies to work out their results. But 
both in good (times and in bad, it 
becomes every man who has a family 
to support, or who expects to get on 
in the world, to keep his head level; 
not to be carried away by speculative 
fever nor discouraged in times of ad- 
versity. When times are the worst 
they begin to mend as they did in 
1896; but bad times are just as sure 
to return as good times. Prosperity 
and adversity come in like the waves 
of the sea and are not governed to 
any great extent by the*rise or fall 
of political parties or any legislative 
action. 

Panics hive always come through 
the collapse of just such companies as 
this billion dollar trust. The panic of 
1857 was the result of the collapse 
of the Ohio Life & Trust Co. That 
of 1873 followed the collapse of a sim- 
ilar large company in- Philadelphia. 
That of 1893 was brought on by the 
collapse of a@ rumber of similar cor- 
porations in New York. It would 
not be surprising if the next panic 
should follow the collapse of this bil- 
lion dollar trust. 

We are entirely safe so long as this 


trust. is able to market its surplus 
commodities in the old world and 
thus keep a balance of trade in our 


favor. When they fail in that, stand 
from under. We are not an alarmist. 
While there is no cloud on the hori- 
zon now, ard may not be for two or 
three years, we think it fair to the 
interests of our readers to put ourself 
on record as having given this note 
of warning.

would if he could grow the ‘common 
clovers. Farmers living east of the 


Missouri need not read this, or pay any 
attention to it if they do. 
SUNFLOWERS AND COCKLE

tries is a plant of very slow growth. 


It our correspondent could persuade 
all his neighbors to take Wallaces’ 
Farmer and carry out its teachings, 


the main cause would be removed and 
in time the trouble might be remedied. 

Plowing and thorough cultivation of 
these draws would be the remedy but 
this is not practicable in a pasture, nor 
is it desirable for the farmer as far 
west as Thayer county, Nebraska, to 
plow up his native pastures until he 
is sure of tame grasses that will take 
the place of the native grasses. On our 
recent visit to that section, we heard 
many farmers lamenting that they ever 
put a plow in some of their fields. 


The only grass that we know 
of that gives promise of doing 
for that country what blue grass 


does for Iowa is brome grass. In Iowa 
we have sloughs which careless farm 
ers allow to grow up to a mass of 
weeds, frequently rank enough to 
smother out the native grasses. When 
these, however, are plowed and sown 
to alsike clover and eventually run in- 
te blue grass, the trouble disappears. 

We suggest, therefore, as an experi- 
ment, that these weeds be burned off 
in the spring, the ground harrowed, 
and sown to brome grass. Mind you, 
purely as an experiment It will be 
necessary to keep the weeds mowed 
down during the summer so as to let 
the young brome grass have a chance. 
Otherwise the experiment will be sure 
of failure. Some of our readers in that 
section might try a half acre, or an 
acre, and in the course of a year or 
two years determine whether it would 
pay. 

Inasmuch as meadow fescue, or Eng- 
iish blue grass, stands the climate he~- 
ter than any other of the cultivated 
grasses except brome grass, half of the 
experimental crop might be sown fo 
this, the seed of which is easily ob- 
tained, and the other half to brome 
grass. If this should prove effective, 
there is a way out. We know of no 
no other way. 


A QUICK SHEEP PASTURE. 


A correspondent from Floyd county, 
Iowa, writes us that he is in a predica- 
ment and hopes we can help him out. 
He wishes a permanent sheep pasture, 
but he wants it right away on ten 
acres of oats stubble, half plowed lust 
fall. Soil is a black loam, subsoil clay 
and quite loose. He wishes to know if 
there is any seed or combination of 
seeds that he can sow and have it 
ready to turn onto in about six weeks; 
or whether he will have to sow rape 
and seed of that nature for temporary 
pasture and seed another piece down 
for permanent pasture for next year, 
which it will be inconvenient for him 
to do. 

We do not know of any grass or mix- 
ture of tame grasses that will give a 
permanent pasture in six weeks. He 
will, therefore, have to fall back on 


grass made from grains and rape. 
Sow with the oats and rape four 
pounds of mammoth clover, four 


pounds of common red, two pounds of 
white clover, and ten pounds of blue 
grass. The clovers should be sown and 
covered in that section as the oats, the 
blue grass sown afterwards and 
brushed in. It is quite likely that the 
regular clovers will disappear this fall 
as sheep are pretty nearly sure death 
to a pasture, but they should 
furnish enough pasture even in the fa!] 
with a good season to pay for the seed. 
tlue grass and white clover are about 
the only grasses that will furnisn per- 
manent sheep pasture. From this 
point of view, a bushel of blue grass 
seed would not be too much.

LATE SORGHUM. 

In our issue of Feb. lst we inquired 
for some variety of sorghum that 
would not lodge and blow down. Mr. 
C. H. Wilkerson of Ringgold county, 
Iowa, speaking for that locality. says: 
“The very best I have found is Orange. 
It must be sown according to the ciar- 
acter of the land, on thin land two to 
two and a half bushels and on rich 
land two and a half to three to the 
acre. If sown from the first to the 
15th of June it will ripen before frost. 
It must be cut as soon as ripe as after 
ripening it goes down before a slight 
storm.” 

We hear similar reports of Orange 
from the latitude of southern Illinois. 
The point we would like to ascertain 
is whether the Orange sown 
latitude of central and northern Iowa 
will mature before frost.

DOES HARVESTING CORNZINJURE 
THE LAND. 


A correspondent from Reno county, 
Kansas, writes: F 

“IT noticed an article in a recent 
issue Of Wallaces’ Farmer on burning 
corn stalks. I know they are a nuis- 
ance, especially in Kansas. But here 
the farmers burn everything in the 
straw or trash line that is“not wanted 
for feed. One experiment convinced 
me that this practice did not pay. One 
of my neighbors has a pasture adjoin- 
ing his corn field. In the fall, his 
pasture being short, he cut the green 
corn and fed the cattle in the pasture. 
Each year for three or four years he 
cut back just about the same distance. 
By this time the corn was growing at 
ieust two feet shorter here than where 
the corn was not cut. A liberal coat 
of manure brought the patch back to 
its original fertility. This shows what 
the mowing of corn stalks each year 
will do.” 

While the harvesting of corn fodder 
undoubtedly removes some fertility 
from the land as in fact does the con- 
tinued removal of any other crop, we 
never heard farmers in sections where 
the corn is harvested and used for fod- 
der complain of any perceptible dam- 
age where tho land is under rotation. 
We readily concede that in sections 
west of the Missouri the standing corn 
stalks may have value in breaking the 
force of the winds and in catching 
snow, thus increasing the amount of 
moisture in the land. 

The point we made 
was v.iat corn stalks, having served 
this purpose, should be broken with 
an iron or steel rail, then raked up 
and burned so they may not interfere 
with the drawing up of moisture from 
below, or left on top to be gathered 
up with the spring grain sown the fol- 
lowing year. 

If the farmer harvests his corn fod- 
der and feeds it out properly, he will 
have plenty of manure with which to 
put back whatever he has taken away 
and besides have a lot of feed in value 
nearly equal to two-fifths of his total 
crop

BLUE GRASS, RED TOP AND 
ALSIKE FOR WET LANDS. 


An Illinois correspondent asks us if 
he can expect as quick results in sow- 
ing blue grass seed as red top. He 
has fifty acres of rye seeded to timothy 
and red top and both came on nicely 
last fall. He if he would have 
had as good results had he sown the 


asks 


best blue grass seed. Land rather low, 
but well drained with ditch eight “eet 
deep. 

We think it likely that he would get 


returns from the red top quicker than 
blue grass, but the blue grass is so 
much better than red top on well 
drained land that we would much pre- 


fer it. In the Jatitude of southern 
Minnesota and Wisconsin and north- 
ern Iowa, red top might be preferred 
to blue grass; but in the latitude cf 
central Iowa and central Illinois we 
certainly would prefer blue grass to 
red top 

Tho same correspondent states that 
he has a pasture, land same as above, 
broken up a few years ago and al- 
lowed to go back; but it is now three- 
fourths weeds and part wild slough 
gra He wishes to know whether # 
is best to sow to red top or blue grass 
this spring 

We would burn these weeds and 
slough grass off and sow to alsike 
clover and blue grass, using abqut 
four pounds of each per acre. If he 


will keep the weeds mowed down this 
will give him a splendid pasture worth 
two or three of blue grass and red top 
combined We have now lying on our 
table a letter from a correspondent in 
northern Missouri whose experience 
may throw some light on this question, 
He says: 

“Year before last I sowed four acres 
of the flattest and wettest land on my 
place to alsike clover in March, on 
ground that had been plowed and al- 
lowed to go to weeds. About the first 


of June I mowed the weeds to give 
the clover a chance, and in July cut 
about four tons of fine clover hay. 


Last year I had a fine clover sod which 
took complete possession of the ground 
and on June 24th we mowed and 
stacked the crop. As soon as it was 
thoroughly dry, we threshed the hay 
and had twenty bushels of good, clean 
seed which we sold at $7.50 per 
bushel, yielding us $37.50 per acre and 
we had enough good clover hay to pay 
the labor and the threshing. We hope 





to have fifty acres like it to mow this 
year. Thus far, our experience favors 
rye for grain and alsike clover for 
pasture and hay on ‘gumbo’ land.” 

We might add that the above is from 
a Doctor of Divinity, one of the chums 
of our boyhood, who quit preaching 
and went to farming about three years 
ago and has been following our sug- 
gestions. 





GRUBS IN CATTLE. 

A correspondent asks: “What shall 
I do for grubs in cattle?” We have 
dealt with this matter many times in 
the past, but so many new subscribers 
are coming in that we are obliged to 
repeat it. If our’ correspondent has 
but a few cows, we would take time 
and squeeze the grubs out, putting the 
foot on them as they fall. It is diffi- 
cult to deal with cattle that can not 
be handled. Any kind of oil well 
rubbed in that will close the openings 
will kill them, but the most satisfac- 
tory way where the herd is small is 
to squeeze them out and have the sat- 
isfaction of knowing that they are 
dead. 

The grub, according to the best 
authorities, is the larvae of the ox 
warble fly which lays its eggs in sum- 
mer on the legs and sides of cattle. 
The eggs are licked into the oesophagus 
from which issue the maggots which 
slowly work their way through the 
tissues under the skin to the back of 
animal where commurfication is ob- 
tained with the outside world. Matur- 
ing in March, April, and May, they 
emerge and propagate their species for 
another year. 

Many farmers suppose they are the 
larvae of .the big black fly which 
causes su istress among the cattle, 
Tt is a mi If they will closely 
look they wi ee this black fly is a 
biter as will be seen by the presence 
ot a drop of blood where he has at- 
tacked the animal. The warble fly is 
auite similar in appearance to the bot 
fiy of horses and has much the same 
habits.

THE CRUCIFIXION OF JESUS. 


(Notes on the Sabbath Schoo] Lesson 
for March 24, 1901. Luke 23:25-53. 
- Compare Matthew 27:31-66; Mark 
15:20-47; John 19:16-42.) 

‘ The supreme greatness of the truly 

. great soul is never revealed except un- 
der adversity. The infinite. greatnes; 
of Jesus of Nazareth was never fully 
revealed until He was lead to the cross 
on Calvary. Unutterably as had been 
His sufferings, He could turn and say 
to the weeping multitude that fol- 
lowed Him: “Daughters of Jerusaiem, 
weep not for Me, but weep for your- 


selves, and for your children.” (Luke 
23: 27-28.) 
As the cruel spikes were driven 


through His hands and feet, He prayed 
for His enemies, “Father, forgive them 
for they know rot what they do;” a 
prayer that was answered sublimely 
fifty days after at Pentecost when 
three thousand, many of whom as- 
sented to or shared in His death, were 
converted to the faith. (Acts 3:14-15.) 

Nor does the innate meanness of a 
depraved soul ever come out so plainly 
as in the hour sf brutal triumph. The 
most depraved and brutal traits of hu- 
manity were revealed at the cross of 
the Son of God. He is a very mean 
man who in the hour of his triumph 
gloats over his fallen foe, and an un- 
speakably mean man who brutally 
taunts the victim of his own cruelty. 
On this occasion some said in deri- 
sion: “Thou that destroyeth the temple 
and bulideth it in three days, save thy- 
self and come down from the cross.” 
Others said: “If thou be the Son of 
God, prove it by coming down from 
the cross.” Still others: “He saved 
others by miracles, now let Him save 
Himself.” Others again, “Come down 
.from the cross and we will believe 
Thou are the Christ.”” Naturally the 
Roman soldiers would follow the ex- 
ample of the Jewish rulers and join 
in the derision and mockery, offering 
Him vinegar or sour wine, the com- 
mon beverage of the country, and say- 
ing, “If Thou be the Kirg of the Jews 
save Thyself.” 

One .of the malefactors in derision 
and scorn said, “If Thou be the Christ, 
save Thyself and us.” The other in 
a nobler spirit and in his great physi- 
cal anguish rebuked his fellow, saying: 
: “Dost thou not fear God, seeing thou 
MS art in the same condemnation? And 
we indeed justly: for we receive the 
due reward of our deeds; but this man 
has done nothing amiss.” And then 
turning to Jesus with a faith more 
sublime than anything heretofore re- 
; corded, said: “Lord, remember me 
+, when Thou comest into Thy kingdom.” 
To him Jesus uttered the second of 
the seven words or sentences from the 
cross: “Today shalt thou be with Me 
in paradise.” 

While this mockery Was going on, 
they were putting up the superscrip- 
tion in letters of Greek, Latin and 
f Hebrew, the three then great world 
“ languages, as the title of the crucified, 
4 “Jesus of Nazareth, the King of the 
+... Jews.” Herein lay Pilate’s revenge. 
He proclaimed the man coming from an 
obscure village for their king. Alarmed 
and angry, they begged him to change 
it to the effect that He claimed to 
King of the Jews, but smarting under 
his conscience, knowing he had done 
a cruel thing and knowing they had 
forced him tp do it, he answered: 
“What I have written I have written.” 
Tt had to stand. 

And now the strangest of al! things 
Occurred; it began to grow dark. At 
first it seemed a passing cloud, but a 
strange unearthly darkness began to 
settle down over Jerusalem and the 
scoffing of the priests and the rabble 
gave way to alarm. Looking through 
the gathering loom, Jesuis sees one, 
and only one, of His disciples support- 
ing His agonized mother as she gazes 
with feelings utterable on the scene, 
and forgetful of His own anguish, says: 
> “Woman behold thy son,” and to the 
beloved disciple, “Behold thy mother,” 
and from that hour to the day of her 
death Mary had a home with John. 
the son of Zebedee. More and more 
dense became the awful darkness 
Rage gave way to terror; nothing 
like this had ever occurred before. Out 
of the darkness came a voice, soul 
piercing in its agony, “Eloi, Eloi, lama 
Sabachthani?” It was not Greek, but 
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the tongue of the common people—tle 
language of his childhood, to which we 
all turn in hours of deepest emotion, 
and interpreted is: “My God, my 
God, why hast Thou forsaken me.” He 
calleth for Elias, said one; another 
touched with pity for the sufferer, and 
knowing the awful thirst of the cru- 
cified, ran and filled a sponge with 
vinegar, and gave him to drink. He 
refused the drugged wine, but did not 
refuse the cooling drink to slake that 
awful thirst. Another said: “Let Him 
alone; let us see if Elias will come to 
help Him.” What this cry meant in 
all its fullness is not given to mortal 
man to know. It is enough for us to 
know that in this hour Jesus felt that 
He was forsaken of His God and that 
He the Son of God planted Himself on 
the same ground on which the believer 
must plant himself, on his faith in 
his God, even though he may seem to 
be forsaken. Job felt the same way 
when he said: “Though He slay me, 
yet will I trust in Him,” and so did 
the old prophet: Although the almond 
tree shall not flourish and there be 
no fruit in the vine, yet will I stay 
myself upon my God. 

The cloud passed from His soul as it 
did in the temple in the presence of 
the Greeks and as it did the night be- 
fore in Gethsemane, and with a loud 
voice, the voice of the victor over the 
vanquished, Jesus cried, “It is fin- 
ished,” and then, I imagine more 
quietly came the words, “Into thy 
hands I commend my Spirit.” Then 
once more there was a cry of mortal 
anguish and his head fell (Mark 
16:37). He was dead, and as He died 
there came an earthquake, the rocks 
were rent in pieces, by its force the 
stones were rolled away from the sep- 
ulchre and, after his resurfection, 
some of the saints arose and went into 
Jerusalem and were seen by many; 
and most significant of all, the veil of 
the temple which separated the holy 
place from the holy of holies, behind 
which the high priest entered but once 
a year and then with the blood of 
atonement for the sins of the people, 
was rent from” top to _ bottom; 

Holy Ghost thus signifying en- 
trance to the holiest of all by the 
blood of Jesus. There was no longer 
a secret place for Jehovah to be en- 
tered by but One man once a year, but 
the way of cleansing and forgiveness 
was open to all men of all lands and 
for all time. 

The centurion in charge halted as he 
passed the cross when he heard this 
leud death cry and fixing his gaze 
upon the victim he saw the change 
pass over Him and His head suddenly 
sink. He had likely attended many 
crucifixions, but never saw the like of 
this. He felt that there was some- 
thing mysterious in it, and joining 
with it all that he had heard and seen 
before concerning this man, he ‘aid: 
Truly this Man was righteous; He was 
God’s Son. 

We can well imagine the consterna- 
tion that must have followed this 
three days of unnatural darkness and 
the quick revulsion of feeling that 
occurred. Now that the awful deed 
was done and the solid earth was in 
a tremor and the sun hiding itself lest 
it should look upon the awful sight, 
the people who came to witness the 
crucifixion, as men go today to see 
horrible things, smote upon their 
brgasts and returned, silently, thought- 
fully, realizing that this was a crisis 
in events as well as in their own lives. 
With different feelings and yet in un- 
utterable awe, stood far off. His 
friends and acquaintances and the 
women that followed Him from Gali- 
lee, beholding these things “but not 
understanding their meaning. 

It was now growing late and the 
Pharisees could not endure the 
thouht that the bodies should hang 
on the crosses on this Sabbath and one 
of the most sacred at that. They, 
therefore, went to Pilate and begged 
that the death of the victims might 
be hastened and the bodies taken 
away. They found to their surprise 
that Jesus was dead already, dead lit- 
erally of a broken heart; for that 
mortal cry was evidently caused by 
literal rupture of the heart, the result 
of intense mental anguish. The blood 
and water, or more strictly speaking 
the cerum and blood, that followed the 
spear thrust, furnished a most con 
vincing evidence of the fact. 

And now a strange thing happens. 
A member of the Sanhedrin, or the 
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body that had judged Jesus worthy of 
death, a good man and just, one that 
had not consented to the council and 
the death, one who secretly and quietly 
himself waited for the kingdom of 
God, went to Pilate and begged the 
body of Jesus. He took it down and 
wrapped it in linen and laid it in a 
sepulcher that was hewn in stone and 
doubtless had been prepared for him. 
self, and in which man had never laid. 

So it often happens in the history 
of the world, that when the open or 
known disciples of a great and good 
man forsake him, then comes the un- 
known disciples, those who silently 
trust in the kingdom of God like Nico- 
demus and Joseph, and do for their 
Master what His best disciples lack 


either the courage or ability to per- 


form.

As our readers are aware, we have 
constantly urged them for some 
months past when buying seed to buy 
only the best and choicest seeds, 
whether dealing with the producer or 


with the seedsman. 
our readers accurate information as to 
the relative value of these seeds we 
asked one of our advertisers to furnish 
us three samples of clover; one, his 
best, marked sample A; another, the 
second quality, marked sample B; and 
a third, C, the quality that is sold to 
country merchants who are not in the 
seed business but who want something 
on which they can make a profit to 
retail to farmers. We also secured 
from the same seedsman two samples 
of timothy, marked No. 1 and 2. 

We sent these seeds to the Division 
of Botany, Dept. of Agriculture, Wash- 
ington, D. C., asking for tests of pur- 
ity and germination and have received 
the following report from A. J. 
Pietert:, in charge of the pure seed in- 
vestigation of that department. 

“The sample of clover seed marked A 
contains but few weed seeds, green 
foxtail being the most common. Sam- 
ple B contains about thirty times as 
many seeds of green foxtail besides 
seed; of pigeon grass, rag weed, cid 
witch grass, crab grass, ladies finger, 
lamb’s quarters and _. broad-leaved 
plantuin. There are aleo seeds of 
Other wild plants which can hardly be 
called weeds. The seeds of crab grass 
and old witch grass are very abundant. 
In sample C the same weed seeds are 
present besides dock, black mustard, 
bracted plantain and ba‘u yard gras3. 
The seeds of crab grass are very 
abundant while there are about as 
many seeds of green foxtail as in sam- 
ple B. Besides these seeds there is a 
little over two per veat of « grass th: 
seeds of which we have not befor: 
found in clover seed. I refer to rough 
rush grass (Sporobolus asper). 

“Of the samples of timothy No. 1 is 
almost perfectly pure. There are no 
weed seedis present. In sample No. 2 
there are seeds of pepper grass, five 
finger, crab grass, pig weed and old 
witch grass, besides some Kentucky 
blue grass. The seeds of pepper grass 
and five finger are abundant.”

matter 5.34 per cent; foreign seed 4.9 
per cent. Sample C, pure seed 69.84 
per cent; inert matter 22.28 per cent; 
foreign seed 7.88 per cent. The purity 
test of the timothy seed was als fol- 
lows: No. 1, pure seed 99.4 per cent; 
inert matter 1.65 per cent; foreign seed 
none. No. 2, pure seed 97.35 per cent; 
inert matter 1.65 per cent; foreign seed 
1 per cent. 

The germination test is as follows: 
Red clover sample A 91.5 per cent, B. 
78 per cent, C 83 per cent; timothy 
No. 1, 96 per cent; No. 2, 93 per cent 
To this Mr. Pieters adds: “We have 
figured out the price actually paid for 
your three samples of clover seed, A, 
B, and C, and find that at the rates 
quoted they cost: A 10.6 cents, B 12.85 
cents, and C 15.1 cents per pound. 

The results are about what we ex- 
pected. The prices on all samples have 
been advanced since these samples 
were sent in, and advanced in about 
the same proportion. So it is perfectly 
gafe to draw the conclusion that the 
farmer pays twenty-five per cent more 
for second class seed than he does for 
the best and fifty per cent more when 
he buys the seed usually sent out by 
dealers to the country merchants. 
There is comparatively little difference 
in the samples of timothy seed, both 
being reasonably pure and of good 
vitality. 

We have gone to this trouble to 
emphasize what we have so frequently 
insisted upon, that farmers in buying 
anything but ‘the best seed are cheat- 
ing themselves and besides fouling 
their land with the weed seeds which 
second class seeds so generally con 
tain. In buying grass seeds as well 
as in subscribing for newspapers, the 
best is always the cheapest. 





An Ideal Sheep and Hog Pasture. 


A correspondent from Brown 


county, Kansas, asks for instruction 
to prepare an ideal hog and sheep 
pasture on a lot of about six acres 
He wishes to know whether he shall 
sow rape or peas, and if so what vari 
eties; whether mixed or 
what will make pasture the latest in 
the season; and if we know of any 
mixture that will be more profitable 
than alfalfa. 

It is not possible to find a grass 
superior to alfalfa as a meadow grass 
west of the Missouri river, but it 
should not be difficult to find grasses 
superior to alfalfa as a pasture for 
hogs and sheep, especially the latter 
Alfalfa is an excellent meadow grass, 
but not a good pasture grass, for the 
reason that pasturing is apt to kill it 
out, while continued mowing is the 
life of it. 

If our correspondent wishes a pas- 
ture for this summer only, we do not 
know of any better thing he can do 
than to sow succotash and _ three 
pounds of rape, and at the same time 
sow our ususal permanent pasture 
mixture of Mammoth and common red 
clovers, timothy, and blue grass 
These grasses ought all to succeed in 
Brown county, provided the ground 
is thoroughly prepared and the seeds 
properly sown.

it think I shall.” 

Our correspondent has asked us a 
hard question. With no tame grass 
it is difficult to frame a three years’ 
rotation. We very much fear that ow 
correspondent is in the short grass 
country and that the less land he 


breaks up the better, and that farming 
operations should be directed to sup 


plying winter forage. The best crop 
we could suggest for that is Kaffir corn 
ind sorghum. We think it quite pos- 


ible that ‘brome grass, by careful cul 
ture and good nursing might be made 


to grow. We can suggest nothing fur- 
ther now. 
Never having been in that section, we 


can not speak advisedly, but in a gen 


eral way the same lines of farming 
that are adapted to the same longi 
tude in Kansas and Nebraska would, 
the soil being similar, be worthy of 
adoption there. Where you have no 
tame grass, the dependence for winter 
forage must be placed in such crops 
as sorghum and Kaffir corn; and in 
the common grains for grasses, as for 
example, spring wheat and oats. It is 


quite possible that speltz would do well 
in that latitude but of this we have no 
personal knowledge. We suggest for 
our correspondent to seek more help 
from the Experiment Station at Brook- 


ings. They can give him better advice 
than any man outside. 
The Hired Help Problem.

It deplores this turning of 
the Emerald Isle to grass instead of 
grain crops, involving as it does de- 
creased population. But of what use 
is it to argue from this standpoint 
with the farmer who had to pay from 
a dollar and a quarter to a dollar and 
a half per day for harvest hands and 
had to beg labor to come to his assist- 
ance even at ithose figures? This 
would be considered small wages in 
this country, but is nearly double that

The Centralized School System. 


Not only in the state of Iowa, but 
over the entire West and East as weil, 
there is much earnest discussion as io 
the benefits of the centralized town- 
ship schools. There is no increase in 


the rural population in the central 
West, or we might say in the Missis- 
sippi valley, but perhaps on the who.e 
a decrease beginning about ten years 
after the land is first settled. 

We have taken some pains to com- 
pare the census of 1890 with that of 
1900 and ascertain whether there has 
been an increase or decrease in the 
rural poulation. Some counties have 
increased from one to four hundred, 


Other counties have decreased in about 
the same proportion. Page county, for 
example, has increased two hundred 
and fifty in ten years. In 1870 its 
city population, that is people living in 
incorporated towns and cities, was 
about ten per cent of the total. In 
1880 it was twenty-two and a half per 
cent; in 1890, thirty-five per cent; and 
in 1900 it was forty per cent. 

Selecting out seven or eight town- 
in the same county and in which 
are no towns and cities, we find 
the average attendance in all combined 
is ten less than it was thirty years ago.

When farmers cease moving to town 
as soon as they can secure enough 


rent from their farms to live off the 
farm, Or aS soon as the oldest boy or 
oldest girl’s John is able to manage 
the farm, when the idea of geiting 
twice as much off the land as we are 
getting now gets possession of farm- 
ers and the land is divided up as it 
ought to be, and will be, in smailer 
sections, this will cease to be a p¥ic- 
tical question. 

In the meanwhile, farmers in sec- 
tions where this question is agitated 
must make up their minds either to 
meet it, or else levy more taxes and 
get better teachers. The Western 
farmer has never kicked on the amount 


of school taxes. He believes in ¢dn- 
cation, and believes his children are 
entitled to the best. Under the pres- 


ent circumstances, however, he has to 
be satisfied with the poorest teachers, 
many of them grossly incompetent; 
and he frequently does not get more 
than half the value to which he is on- 
titled for his money. 

It is to be hoped that rural delivery, 
farm telephones, good roads, circulat- 
ing libraries, together with improved 
methods of farming will check the 
movement of the farmer to town and 
increase the attendance and the effi- 
ciency of the rural public schols. If 
the trend does not in this direc- 
tion pretty soon, the conditions will he 
a great deal worse than they are now 

Under present conditions when ihe 
farmer who moves to town dies and 
none of his children are able to buy 
the farm, it is sold and is likely to be 
purchased by an investor who made 
his money in town. He will naturally 
give preference to the renter with a 
small family and who can put up with 
the least house accommodations. 

The time may come in Iowa, as it al- 
ready has in some parts of Illinois, 
when these lands will be rented in 
large tracts to men who simply hire 
hands by the month and wipe out the 
home. In this case the schoo] ques- 
tion will be a much more serious and 
complicated one than it is now

A correspondent asks if there is any-

I have used a tread power as my mo- 
tive power for machinery for the last 
twelve years. I had theretofore used 
wind. I am satisfied in my own mind

I use a three horse tread. I cut and 
husk the corn fodder for about 10 to 
100 head of stock, using a blower at- 
tachment which deposits the corn in 
the wugon box and the shredded fod- 
der forty to sixty feet from the ma- 
chine; capacity, about twenty to twen- 
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ty-five bushels of shelled corn per | the Farmer to think that I advocate 


hour. I shell with a twohole shelter 


and grind with an iron mill; all you | 


can get into the eheller and twenty 
bushels per hour for the grinder, grind- 
ing corn and oats. Two horses do the 
grind or shelling. I pump water or 
run the farm separator with a pony 
weighing about 800 lbs. Always have 
warm water for my cows in the win- 


ter. Also cut my wood with a buzz 
saw. One day’s work—one year's 
wood. Also run the grind stone, etc., 


etc, and in the summer time the boys | 


will freeze their ice cream with the 
power rather than by hand. 

If you want power only for running 
a separator or for other light work, 
get a calf power—cost $35. If heavier 
work is to be done, a one horse tread 
can be had for $80, the two horse tor 
$100, or a three-horse for $140. I have 
had no experience with gasoline but 
do not believe a farmer can afford 
power that is money out every minute 
it runs when he has horses idle in the 
barn. 

Get a durable and safe tread power, 
one that should the belt break it will 
not change the motion of the power. 
Get one that is made by a reliable 
company and I think you will not be 
sorry of your investment.

Feeding Mouldy Corn. 
To WALLACES’ FARMER. 

I can not help differing with Dr. 
Evans on the point that mouldy corn 
causes “corn stalk disease,” as I am 
feeding mouldy corn every day to my 
stock. I cut up a lot of field corn last 
fall. It being very heavy and the 
shocks a little too large and not prov- 
erly tied at the tops, both corn and 
stalks moulded very badly. 

I think I had as much mouldy corn 
in my corn last year as anybody and 
my instructions to the huskers were 
to leave all mouldy corn in the field. 
I turned my cattle into the fields as 
soon as the husking was done, follow 
ing the huskers from one field to an- 
other. I gave them no attention ex- 
cept they had free access to salt and 
water. My neighbors have at times 
lost cattle by the dozens with this so 
called corn stalk disease but none cf 
mine have even been sick. 

I don’t want my brother readers of 





the feeding of mouldy corn as I do 
not, and when I find one in my crib I 
throw it back and burn it in the tank 
heater. I am Only a young farmer aod 
have farmed but six years for myself. 
Dr. Evans has evidently had more ex- 
perience than myself along this line. 
However, I should like to hear from 
others on this subject. I keep from 
forty to fifty cattle and from tweive 
to fifteen horses. I find Wallaces’

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Catching Pocket Gophers. 


To WALLACES’ FARMER. 

At your request I give you the iol- 
lowing method of trapping gophers 
which I have found successful. Buy 
a small sized steel trap but with suf- 
ficient strength to hold a gopher. Find 
a fresh mound in the gopher’s run and 
open the hole from the mound to 
where the main crosses, or the po‘rt 
where the “T” is formed. Carefully 
excavate the sides of the hole suffic- 
ienily to admit the jaws of the trap 
when set and to give it room to shut, 
or spring. The hole should be exca- 
vated sufficiently to leave the jaws on 
a level with the bottom of the goph- 
er’s runway. The spring of the trap 
should be left extending in the run- 
way toward the mound. Fasten the 
chain to something outside to prevent 
the gopher’s running off with the trap. 
Now place boards over the excavation 
and cover it with loose dirt tightly 


so no light penetrates and in nine 
times out of ten you will catch the 
gopher. 


While I formerly depended on the 
traps almost entirely, I now depend 
on strychnine. I buy a small vial of 
sulphate of strychnine and selecting 
small potatoes, I go over my farm in 
the spring and again in the fall just 
before winter sets in and wherever | 
see fresh gopher work I drop in a 
quarter or half of a potato thoroughly 
impregnated with the strychnine pow- 
der. I find this to be much more sat- 
isfactory than any other method I have 
tried,

Gambling at County Fairs.

It is claimed by some that it takes 
all kinds of people to make a fair, yet 
I think at the same time you will find 
that gambling. is almost solidly op- 
posed by the substantial element Il 
believe that we should, so far as pos- 
sible, keep every evil out of the fair. 
Gambling is one of the evils which 
can be kept out if we have the right 
kind of officers.

To WALLACEs’ FARMER. 

To give a full description of tnis 
operation on all the domestic animals 
would require too much space and 
would not be of much value to the read- 
er, so I shall confine my remarks to 
a few of the precautions to be observed 
before and after operating. 

The animal to be operated on 
should be examined to ascertain if the 
parts to be operated on are fully de- 
veloped and that there is no rupture 
Present. 

Do not operate upon a thin, weakly 
animal, nor one suffering from any 
disease, 

Do not operate during cold weather 
when an easterly wind is blowing, nor 
in sultry weather when flies prevail. 

The animal should not be operated 
upon in a barnyard, but should be 
taken to a clean, grassy place. 

The instruments should be clean and 
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sharp, and the part to be operated on 
should be washed with a lotion com- 
posed of ‘one part carbolic acid to fifty 
parts water, and when the operation 
is performed the part should be 
washed or a little of the above iotion 
applied. 

If these precautions are observed 
there will seldom be any bad results. 
It will be found occasionally that the 
edges of the wounds unite in a very 
short time after the operation, and a 
considerable effusion into the scrotal 
sac subsequently occurs. In such 
cases it is necessary to apply warm 
fomentations to the part in order to 
soften and separate the united edges 
and allow the escape of the accumu- 
lated serosity. If the swelling and in- 
flammation should continue, foment 
with the hot water several times a day 


and after each, apply a little of the fol- | 


lowing lotion: acetate of lead one 0z., 
tincture of opium two oz., and water 
one quart. See to it that the animal 
operated upon has exercise several 
times a day, or better, turn it out into 
a field so that it can exercise itself. 
Also see that .we animal has good 
food—oats for the colt; ground oats, 
bran and milk for the pig; and good 
milk for the calf. The signs, as they 
are termed, have no influence for good 
or evil on such operations.

A Word for the Blackbird. 


To WALLACES’ FARMER. 


The blackbirds on account of their 
great numbers are of considerable 
economic interest to the farmers of 
the central West. There has been 


some controversy as to the value or 
injury of these birds, especially of the 
varieties which being more numerous 
than the others have caused a great 
deal of grief to the farmers in cer- 
tain sections, 

The yellow headed variety is perhaps 
the most injurious to crops. In 1887 
the farmers around Heron Lake, Minn., 
complained that no corn could be 
raised in that section, for as soon as 
the grain began to sprout the birds 
would pull up the seed, it being im- 
possible to keep them off. It is only 
in the vicinity of sloughs, lakes, etc., 
that the birds are troublesome as they 
nest in the grass and rushes in or near 
the water, as do also the red wings. 

The red wing is one of the least de- 
structive species as grain only consti- 
tutes about one-eighth of his food while 
insects form more than one-fourth of 
the food for the entire year. Of these 
weevils constitute a large portion, 
while grasshoppers, beetles, etc., make 
up a large part of the balance. ‘The 
most interesting item in this bird’s 
food is weed seed, which forms practl- 
cally the entire winter food and more 
than one-half of the food for the entire 
year. As he is harmless in the or- 
chard and garden it becomes apparent 
that his only indictment is that of 
grain eating. This, however, becomes 
a serious one when the flocks of per- 
haps thousands settle in a field of 
small grain in shock as I have seen the 
yellow heads do in Dickinson county, 
Iowa, where they sometimes cause con- 
siderable injury to such fields. This 
injury is becoming less apparent as 
the area of cultivation increases and

The crow blackbird is more gener- 
ally distributed than either of ‘he 
other as it nests in groves and wind- 
breaks in many localities where the 
others are only found during migra- 
tion. One-third of the food of the 
crow blackbird consists of insects, two- 
fifths of grain, the balance of weed 
seeds, wild fruits, etc., as well as an 
occasional mouse. Most of the grain 
is taken from the fields of standing 
grain or is waste kernels found in the 
stubble. The young are reared almost 
entirely on an insect diet. It is only 
when the birds congregate in large 
flocks that any of the species named 
become injurious to any serious extent 
but at such times there seems to be 
no remedy except in their destruction. 
Farmers should bear in mind, however, 
the good qualities of the birds and 
spare them as far as possible for the 
good they do at other seasons of the 
year and in more favorable localities. 





Many of our birds are becoming rare 
and all have decreased in numbers in 
the last few years, so much so ‘hat 
it behooves us to protect them in every 
possible way.

Sorghum for Hay in Southern 
Illinois. 
To WALLACES’ FARMER. 
We harvested our fifth year’s crop 


of sorghum tor hay, Oct. 1900. Have 
grown smal! lots of Kaffir corn, Jeru- 
salem corn, Milo maize, Teosonite, 


Pearl millet, etc., for eight or ten 
years. Our first crop of sorghum on 
pea and oat stubble, plowed, harrowed 


and planted with wheat drill, one to ' 


two inches deep, July 16th, three pecks 
to the acre, cut Oct. 12th, was 4% tons 
cured hay per acre. It was fed to work 
teams through winter and following 
summer. Second crop about the same 
yield and used as hay. Third crop 
siloed one hundred tons (fifteen tons 
per acre) cut at 
growth, from two weeks before head- 
ing to ripened seed. We could notice 
no difference in quality of ensilage 
when feeding out. Balance of crop 
cut with reel rake reaper,—bunches 
left on the ground until Christmas; 
none spoiled. 

We value sorghum, because it can 
be planted May 15th, and in 60 days 
can be cut for green feed or hay, and 
the second crop starts at once and 
makes two to four tons more of hay 
to help fill out the shortage of regular 
silo crop. 

Then, if we see by July Ist, that our 
hay or silage crop is short, we can be 
sure of the number of tons we want 
by wowing the right number of acres 
of sorghum. 

But it is so low in protein contents, 
even when mostly all blades that we 
shall not plant it this season but use 
pearl millet instead, which is equal 
to clover in composition, and showed 
us better growing qualities on a small 
patch this season than sorghum ever 
did. We agree with Wallaces’ Farmer 
that one acre of sorghum will give 
more feeding value than one acre of 
corn. When two crops are wanted the 
first must be cut before it heads to 
get a good second or third crop.

Soy dees. and Cow Peis With Corn 
To WaALLAcEs’ FARMER. 


G. H. E., Storm Lake, Iowa, after 
thanks for information, etc., adds: 
“I have usually planted ensilage 


corn fourteen to sixteen quarts to the 
acre by working the corn dropper fast, 
thus growing a very heavy crop of 
fodder of from fifteen to twenty tons 
per acre. My plan now is tp use about 
half corn and half cow peas, planting 
together about June Ist, and cut with 
corn binder and fill into sila about 
September ist. Will the corn smother 
the peas? Would less corn be advis- 
able? I also intend to sow some peas 
for hay and seed as an additional 
ration balancer.” 

You are close to 43 degrees north, 
hence you are limited to a few of the 
earlier varieties of soys and cow peas. 
While these make a less comparative 
vine growth than some later kinds, 
they are richer bulk for bulk and 
heavier yielders of seed, hence more 
valuable and more economically han- 
dled. There is no danger of corn 
smothering cow peas. Some of the 
vines will climb upward after sunlight 
and dangle in the air above the corn 
tops, though if planted thickly they do 
not pod so well. Pea seeds being 
smaller than corn grains, would sug- 
gest two parts corn to one of cow 
peas by weight or measure. This pro- 
portion might be varied on part of the 
ground to note results. The main 
object to be kept in view in growing 
a combination, or mixing feeds, is lo 
produce a balanced ration for the par- 
ticular stock for which it is desired. 
Another important consideration in 
growing a combination of plants, es- 
pecially for hay or the silo, is that 
when planted together they will reach 
the best hay or ensilage stage at the 
same time. 

V. 4. H., of Delaware, Ohio, writes: 
“I want to grow some soy beans to 
mix with my White Virginia corn for 
ensilage, of which I usually put up 
about two hundred tons. I tried soys 
one year and my cattle were fond of 
them. I do not know if soys can be 
grown and successfully harvested with 
the corn. 

There are sO many varieties with 
reference to interval between planting 
and maturity, that the proper ‘“mat- 
ing’ and proportion of these with 
corn, sorghum, Kaffir corn, or what- 
ever is best adapted to the locality 
would be comparatively easy if there 
were a more systematic and compre- 
hensivt nomenclature, or naming, of 


various stages of | 








“increased 


these plants. If half the 
congressmen’s free seed allowance 
were devoted to the work of analyzing, 
classifying and naming soys and cuw 
peas, and determining their local adap- 
tability and value in different parts 
of the country, farmers might receive 
more benefit than from a doubtful do- 
nation of doubtful seeds. 

I doubt the practicability of growing 
corn and soys in combination for the 
silo. If drilled in the rows with the 
corn they grow spindling with few 
branches or leaves, the most nutritious 
parts; if drilled between rows at the 
last cultivation, some of the earliest 
varieties might answer but would be 
more or less deficient in branch and 
leaf development on account of the 
shading corn, and could not be har 
vested with a corn binder. A late va 
riety might be grown with sorghum 
and harvested with a grain binder for 
the silo, or cut for hay. 

The better way is to drill a bushel 
of soys alone per acre for hay to be 
fed in conjunction with corn silage, 
corn fodder, sorghum hay, straw, etc. 
Or they may be cut with the grain 
binder and run through the cutter and 
into the silo with the corn, taking care 
to sow the soys at such a time that 
they will reach a proper silage stage 
when the corn does. 

With the several different families 
of clovers, soys and cow peas, with 
crimson clover for winter cover for 
the south and possibly vetches for the 
north, the American farmer is well 
provided with legumes for needed soil 
renovation and for increased and prof- 
itable stock growing. Don’t give any 
of them the cold shoulder because of 
prejudice or non-acquaintance. They 
will all bear acquaintance with your 
soll and stock.

Uncured green sorghum makes a good 
feed up to about the first of January 
in Oklahoma, but soon after that time 
it will not do at all, for after freezing 
and thawing several times it is not 
fit to feed cattle. I had some large, 
coarse sorghum in large shocks that 
had been drilled in and cut just before 
frost. It was green and juicy and the 
stock at it stalks and all until about 
the first of January when they ate only 
the leaves and heads. 

One day they broke out of the lot, 
and pending the repairing of the fence, 
were placed in another lot.for a couple 
days. Not having fodder convenient, 
I hauled them out some sorghum. 
When hungry, they ate the stalks, but 
it scoured them badly, and it will take 
at least a dollar’s worth of grain to 
bring them back to their former condi- 
tion. They would not have sold for as 
much each, by five dollars and gave 
but little milk while scouring. 

A neighbor and myself each sowed 
a patch of sorghum and millet last 
spring, sowing two pecks of millet and 
one of sorghum to thé acre. ‘We cut it 
when the millet was in the dough 
stage and it makes excellent hay. The 
cattle and horses eat it with a relish 
and with but little waste. My neigh- 
bor’s cattle are in fine condition and 
mine were until I fed the soured sor- 
ghum.

A Home-Made Surface Cultivator. 
To WALLACES’ FARMER. 

I have long thought the four-shovel, 
or deep working, cultivator did about 
as much harm as good, except to kill 
weeds, so I made a cultivator after my 
own ideas. I took the beams of my 
cultivator to the blacksmith shop and 
had two knives made from stalk cut 
ter steel, which can be obtained from 
any hardware store. The knives were 
made about thirty inches long, or long 
enough to extend about three inches 
inside of the short beam and about 
six or eight inches outside of the long- 
er beam. They were well sharpened 
and kept sharp by filing. The beams 
were changed to opposite sides of the 
cultivator, thus putting the short one 
behind and the long one in front, and 
the knife firmly bolted on. The knife 
must be set at an angle so it will draw 
in or enter the ground readily. A 
little experimenting will show the 
proper degree of slant. The arch 
should be used to keep the beams from 
spreading, or if you have no arch, a 
small chain or rope will do. 

This will stir the soil from one to 


four inches deep and give the dust 
mulch so important in Kansas, Ne- 
braska, and the Wast. A field culti- 
vated with this cultivator last season 
made twice the number of bushels of 
corn per acre that another field did 
when cultivated with the ordinary 
shovel plow.

The field that received the shallow 
cultivation grew rank and green and 
two inches below the ‘surface the soil 
was quite moist. In the other field 
the corn grew slowly and fired badly, 
and the soil became dry and hard, and 
when the rains came could only make a 
small crop at best.

tivator, a small board, say four inches 
wide, may be fastened to the beams 
about two inchea; above the knives 
This will draw the loose dirt up 
around the corn and cover any small 
weeds that may be in the row.

sheep in Scotland, where the larger 
mutton breeds are favored. 

The Merino is desirable for large 
flocks, has fine wool, is very delicate 
when lambed, but once on its feet is 
the hardiest of all. They are not a 


good mutton sheep as their flesh is 
inclined to be oily and strong. They 
shear a heavy fleece and are often used 
up the flock in wool qualities 
They consume less food than the large 
mutton breeds. 

Mutton is a healthful food, much 
more s0 than pork for warm countries. 
The butcher, however, is the greatest 


to grade 


enemy of the mutton trade, as he 
will pay but three to four cents per 
pound gross weight. This would be 


from six to eight cents per pound net. 


The hide is worth fifty cents and the 
inwartl fat twenty cents. Mutton, 
therefore, can be placed in the shop 


for an average of seven cents per Ib. 
In the markets of Des Moines, I be- 
lieve they are charging from ten to 
fifteen cents for mutton. 

The Belgian hare, now being scat 
tered over the country, is a very great 
menace to sheep. They are a means 
of infecting the sheep with  tape- 
worms, and much worse than the ordi- 
nary rabbit. Remember the English 
sparrow and kill all of them.

It should be remembered that the 
location of the seller of nursery stock 
is not proof positive that his stock 
was grown in that location. Of late 
years there has sprung up a large 
humber of jobbers in nursery stock. 
Some of the jobbers use great care in 
selecting their stock, buying’ only 
from responsible buyers, and selling 
varieties true to name. Many of them, 
however, do not feel any responsibil- 
ity in the matter, buying their stuff 
where it can be had cheapest and 
without regard to its hardiness’ or 
adaptability to the locality in which 
it is sold. The buyer of fruit trees 
should first post himself thoroughly 
as to the varieties suited for his lo- 
cality, and then buy from some one 
whom you know has those varieties 
for sale. 


Russian Mulberry and Larch. 

A subscriber in Cherokee 
Iowa, writes as follows: 

“I would like some information on 
growing Russian muiberry trees. It 
is best to grow from seed or is it bet- 
ler to buy seediings and transplant? 
I also wish to plant some HMuropean 
larch. How should the seed be han- 
dled and planted?” 

Russian mulberries can easily be 
grown from seed but it will save a 
year’s time to buy the trees. Farmers 
as a rule don't like to be bothered 
growing seedlings. Larch may also be 
grown from seed, but if the farmer 
can get trees one or two years old 
and at a reasonable price, it will pay 
him better to buy them. The farmer's 
time is usually worth more to him than 
tre money it costs to buy them. 

We do not know how difficult it is to 
grow larch from seed, but if they are 
anything like as difficult as pines, the 
farmer is fooling away his time in 
bothering with them. Nurserymen 
learn after a while how to do it and 
it is cheaper for the farmer to buy 
them than to learn. Anyone can grow 
the ordinary deciduous trees from secd 
if-he will take a little time but will 
gain a year by buying plants which 
can be had very cheaply.

Scab in Potatoes. 


An lowa correspondent who wishes 
to be up to date and is thoroughly 
awake to his opportunities has noted 
the success of corrosive sublimate dip 
for scab in potatoes as reported by our 
correspondent in our issue of Feb. 15th. 
He does not have the recipe and for 
his benefit and that of our new sub- 
scribers we republish it and also the 
recipe for the formalin solution dip 
which is just as effective according 
to the Vermont Station's reports. The 
seed should be soaked before cut but 
may be kept some time after treat- 
ment if put in clean sacks where there 
is no ‘danger of re-contamination. 
Scab on potatoes is a fungus disease 
and like smut in oats the spores or 
germs are sown with the seed. The 
principle of the treatment is to kill 
the germs on the seed and thus sow 
clean seed, when if not totally eradi- 


eated, the disease will be greatly 
checked. 
Formalin (foraldehyde), 4% pint in 


15 gallons water; 
two hours. 

Corrosive sublimate (mercuric chlor- 
id) deadly poison, 1 ounce in 7 gallons 
water; soak seed potatoes 1% hours 
(Do not allow stock to eat potatoes 
after poisoning.)

Treatment of an Old Orchard. 


A reader of Wallaces’ Farmer 


writes: 
“I bought a 


farm last year , and 


find an old orchard of about forty 
trees. It has evidently been badly 
neglected, some of the trees being 


dead and al! showing the lack of care. 
I can not learn what the varieties 
are. What I want to know is whether 
I can do anything to reinvigorate this 
old orchard or whether I had better 
clear it off.” : 
There are thousands of just such 
orchards all over the West, and in the 
hope that some of our readers have 
had successful experience in this line 
we throw the question open for dis- 
cussion.

W ALLACES’ FARMER. 


Peaches in Nebraska. 


To WALLACES’ FARMER. 

Twenty-five years ago in Nebraska 
those of us who planted the peacn 
tnought that as it was usually grown 
in a milder ciimate than we were 
tavored with here, we ought to plant in 


sunny, suleitered valleys or on the 
south of our windbreaks, selecting 
sheltered locations; with the resuit 


that the peach, which is naturaiiy a 
late rank grower, Was tempted to grow 
too iate in the fall, and trees were oii’ 
times unripe when winter set li. 
Worse than this, the periods of ve:y 
soft, mild weather which we some- 
times have in late February or March 
tempt rising sap and expanding buds, 
with destruction by succeeding cold 
waves. ‘Though suffering from seri- 
ous loss and discouragement, here and 
there chance plantings demonstrated 
the fact that peach trees planted on 
the highest elevations on northerly 
siopes and in the bleakest positions 
were more likely to ripen their wood 
early enough in the fall to be dormant 
when the severe cold of winter set in. 
The buds also were likely to be more 
completely matured and to remain dou7v- 
mant during the occasional periods of 
soft weather in late February or 
March. Close observation and expceri- 
menting with a large number of yaric- 
ties and the development of an occa- 
sional hardy seedling, has demonstrat- 
ed that there are now within’ the 
state varieties that have fruited after 
previous winter of 25 to 30 degrees 
below zero. 

Working on these principles, com- 
mercial peach orchards have been 
established as far west as Deuel 
county and as far north as near the 
corner of Cherry county, 235 miles 
northwest of Lincoln, with encourag- 
ing promises of success. A number of 
varieties of peaches passed through 
the very trying winter of 1898-9 with- 
out destruction, though exposed to a 
temperature of 40 degrees below zero; 
were cut back the succeeding spring, 
and are now full of healthy fruitbuds, 
tndicating a crop the coming season.

Experiments With New Plants in 
Oklahoma. 


lu WALLACES’ FARMER. 
Last year I tried in a small way a 
number of the highly lauded plants or 


our seed catalogues. 1 tried Early 
Fortune, Japanese Barnyard, Hog, 


Golden Wonder, and Siberian millets. 
The first three did no good, The 
Golden Wonder, which is probably the 
Same as the German millet, and the 
Siberian millet did all right. 

Sandvetch did nothing. Salt Bush 
never came up. Pearl, or Cattail, mil- 
let did well and stock ate it with a rel- 
ish, but I can see no good reason for 
raising it in preference to Kaffir corn 
or sorghum, either of which in my 
judgment is superior to it. Velvet 
beans grew fairly well but showed no 
blossoms until about frost time. I 
don’t think they will do for Oklahoma. 

Wood’s Prolific bush lima beans, 
which are considerable larger than 
Henderson's bush lima, did fairly well. 
The season was too dry for any kind of 
beans last year. Begger Weed did 
fairly well but it cannot take the place 
of cow peas here. Idaho Coffee peas 
were a failure. Salzer’s Speltz did not 
amount to anything and Early Cham- 
pion oats did nothing. Our climate 
is not right for oats. 

I planted several samples of north- 
ern grown corn but none of them did 
nearly so well as our home grown

Drilling Grass Seed. 


To W iacks’ FARMER. 


I have, been watching your comments 
and advice as to the best method of 
securing a perfect stand of grass 
While your plan may have reasonable 
success near the Mississippi river, I 
think the quantity of seed you advise 
is very expensive and with proper seed- 
ing might seed twice as much ground. 
I have seen hundreds of dollars worse 
than thrown away in this country 
because the seed was not only thrown 
away but time and labor with it. 


Five years ago I bought a King 
Press drill with double rolier cutter, 
and with it we have never failed to get 


a good stand. We use a grass seed 
attachment that puts the seed through 
the grain holes and deposits the seed 
as it would wheat or oats, only not 
so deep, but deep enough to reach 
moisture so that the roots will have 
moisture plenty in a dry time. The 
plant being in a trench or furrow, it 
will be protected from drying winds 
and receives additional covering by 
wind and rain. This method can not 
be beat for re-seeding a partial stand 
as the cutters pass through without 
destroying a blade. 

Since adopting this plan I observe 
that clover is like melon or squash 
plants which need the aid of each 
other to raise the crust that may come 
over them. The seed being in a dril!! 
and all at the same depth, it will get 
minate at the same time and give this 
aid, whereas if they are at different 
depths some would be several day 
faster than others. I prefer stubbl 
ground for seeding with stubble left 
on and never want a nurse crop.

Corn Fodder and Oats Straw.

I would like 
to give my idea in a somewhat new 
theery as follows: Stack three good 
zed stacks of oats in a group. In 
the fall about the time corn fodder 
is in good shape to thrash, put the 
thrashing machine on one side of the 
tacks and put three teams to hauling 
fodder on the other side. Feed the 
oats at one side and the fodder at the 
other so the straw and fodder will 
mix The dry oat straw will absorb 
the surplus moisture of ‘the corn, 
which will give it a flavor like fresh 
hay For feeding purpdses it will ex- 
el any hay that grows.

Fertility of Eggs.

If the meat were 
ailable we would not hesitate to feed 
at quantity daily. We believe this 
not in excess of what the hen on 
pe range helps herself to in the sum- 
er season. 


Simple Method of Curing Crop 
Bound. 


The worst case of crop bound can 
cured by the use of warm water. 
pbld the fowl firmly between the 
ees, open the beak and have an as- 
tant pour a steady stream of warm 
ter down the throat. The har- 
ned mass within the crop should 
gently manipulated with the hand 
the while the water is making an 
trance into it.

Marching On To Victory 


Mthirough her feathers Care must be 
taken, as the oil will blister wherever 
it touches the flesh. On colored birds, 
half lard or meat frying can be used, 
but if your birds are white, profit by 
my experience and leave the lard out. 
Another such a looking lot of White 
Plymouth Rock fowls would have been 
hard to find. I consoled myself think- 
in that they felt better than they 
looked, for the lice could not pos- 
sibly live in all that greasé and dust 
combined, 

We have dusted our sitting hens by 
hand with insect powder all summer; 
however, that is too slow when you 
have about three hundred of all ages 
to dust, so we set ourselves about find- 
ing a way to use it. We purchased a 
medium sized coffee drum for 15c. 
The head was in three pieces, so the 
small half circle pieces were fastened 
to the sides of the drum, leaving the 
long center piece free for a door. This 
is made fast by buttons on either side, 
and a piece of leather fastened on to 
it for a handle helps to pull it out 
quickly. We caught what hens or 
chicks it would hold comfortably, put 
in a teaspoonful of the powder, 
fastened down the cover and rolled the 
drum a short distance from the house 
and back again, let the biddies out, 
and they were all dusted beautifully. 
They looked around as much as to 
say, “That was a funny operation,” 
and then walked off while we went 
back for another lot. And so the work 
went on until three hundred were 
dusted. We have since dressed some, 
but failed to find a louse among the 
scalded feathers, so we think our 
drum and the powder did good work.

Nothing 
fills the bill better than an Incubator and 
a flock of poultry. It cultivates a sense of 
care and business management that would be 
lacking when they were called on to do 
business with a competing public. It ta in 
their time of Ife that impressions are per- 
manent, good or bad. The writer of this 
was a boy once, raised on a farm: owned 
every colt—or rather a new colt each spring— 
owned it until it became real valuable, then 
he had the privilege of trading it for the 
youngest again and was educated to think 
the young colt more valuable for a boy than 
“a colt old enough to bring a good price. The 
result of this line of training and encourage- 
ment, he ‘landed in business at twenty-one 
a regular pumpkin-head to do business. The 
farm had no attractions for him, he could 
see nothing In it but plow and harrow and 
doing without money from crop to crop. Am 
not blaming Dad; he simply did not know 
how to educate a boy. Had there been an 
agricultural college or other school that oe- 
eurred to him to be a good thing for a boy, 
money would not have stood In the way. As 
above stated, he was not aware that he ran 
the best school on earth, right at home 
among, realities. Of course, we would rather 
the farmer would buy his boy an incubator, 
but rather than see the boys grow up with- 
out ideas of business care and management, 
it would certainly pay to really give them a 
start, even if it was nothing more valuable 
than a hen and chicks. Boys and girls like 
to own something; as soon as they are old 
enough to play marbles or jump the rope, 
they will want to own the marbles and rope 
at least.

The Dual Parpose Cow. 

The seventeenth annual report of the 
Wisconsin Agricultural Experiment 
Station gives some interesting infor- 
mation as to the possibility of produc- 
ing the dual-purpose cow. We -on- 
dense as follows: 

Rose, grade Short-horn; lbs. of milk 
in 35 days, 11,131.7; Ibs. of butter fat, 
584.09; per cent of butter fat 4.7. Maud, 
pure Short-horn; 10,100 Ibs. of milk in 
365 days; 474.09 lbs. of butter; per 
cent of butter fat, 4.15. Janesville 
Rose, pure Short-horn; 338 days’ test, 
7,833 lbs. of milk, yielding 343.44 Ibs. 
of butter; per cent of fat, 4. Princess, 
grade Short-horn; 316 days’ test guve 
6,973.2 lbs. of milk; Ibs. of butter, 
$25.94; per cent of fat, 4.2. Paulline, 
grade Short-horn; test of 365 days 
gave 7,999.7 lbs. of milk, yielding 364.56 
Ibs. of butter; per cent of fat, 4.1 


This should be sufficient to show 


that the dual purpose cow is not a 
myth or theory, but an actual, solid 
fact. Similar results have been ob 


lowa Station and also in 
the Kansas Station. This is sufficient 
evidence of the correctness of the 
position we have taken on the subject 
of the dual purpose cow for the last 
fifteen years. We are glad to see it 
coming under way even in Wisconsin. 

Notwithstanding all this, we do not 
advocate the dual purpose cow where 
dairymen on small farms have butter 
and milk only in view. They will tind 
more profit from Jerseys where butter 
is the only object or from Holsteins 
where quantity of milk of standard 
richness is required. Nor do we advyo- 
cate the dual purpose cow where caitle 
are kept under ranch conditions and 
the calves follow the cows. Our posi 
tion has been that the dual 
cow, or what we fifteen years ago 
termed the granger’s cow, is the cow 
for the man who wants a machine 
with which to condense a large amount 
of feed which would otherwise go to 
waste, using both cow and calf for 
that purpose.

A Cow Pasture for Minnesota. 

An Illinois correspondent writes: 

“IT have on my farm in Blue Earth 
county, Minnesota, a field of about 
twenty acres, which has been in crops 
for many years, which I wish to add 
to my pasture 
doing, I want to seed it this spring 
with such a grass er combination of 
grass seeds as will give the best pos- 
sible pasture and at the same time 
furnish feed for the milk cows dur- 
ing the summer months when the 
grass in the present pasture is short. 
What shall I sow, when and how?” 

Inasmuch as this pasture is for 
milk cows rape must be excluded; 
and we know of nothing better than 
a mixture of rye, oats, and wheat 
(spring rye preferred if it 
had); and to sow with it, giving it 
the same covering, our usual mixture 
of grasses, to-wit: four lbs. of Mam- 
moth clover, four Ibs. of common red, 
eight or ten of timothy, five or six of 
blue grass, and in this case we think 
we would add a little white clover, 
say a pound. Give these seeds the 
same covering, unless the soil be clay, 
that you give spring grain. Then 
sow the blue grass and brush it in, 
or give it a stroke of a light smoot- 
ing harrow. 

We would turn on the cattle as soon 
as they can get a bite and pasture 
down the grains.

If a 
stand is secured and this young clover 
not pastured too closely in August, 
it should furnish a splendid perma 
nent pasture. 


Streaked Butter. 


To WALLACES’ FARMER. 

I notice some time ago a complaint 
in Hearts and Homes that butter, un- 
less well worked over the next day 
after churning, would show streaks. 
If the salt is worked in thoroughly as 
soon als churned, the butter will have 
no streaks; and it will not be neces- 
sary to work the butter to a salve the 
next day to get rid of them. Should 
any of the sisters doubt this, try it 
by dividing the next churning of but- 
ter into three parts. Salt No. 1 and 
work thoroughly, No. 2 salt and work 
slightly, and do not salt No. 3 at all. 
The next day compare them. No. 1 will 
be all right, No. 2 will be streaked, 
and No. 3 will be light colored. The 
dark streaks in No. 2 will be like No. 
1, and the light streaks like No. 3 
showing plainly the cause of streaks 
in butter. I hope this may help some 
young housekeeper.

this way to be practical? How much 
water would it take to generate one- 
fourth horse power for one hour with 
a fall of thirty feet? Is there a prac- 
tical water wheel on the market suit- 
able for this purpose?” 

Replying to this inquiry I would 
say that 200 barrels of water falling 
thirty feet would develop one-fourth 
horse power for about one and one- 
half to one 
with the ordinary water motors. The 
American Impulse Wheel Compay, of 
New York City, and the Pelton Water 
Wheel Company, of San Francisco, 
manufacture water motors, and there 
are other companies. Such a method 
of developing power can secure only 
a small fraction of the original wind 


mill power, because the pump by 
which the water is raised would be 
very inefficient, and small water 


wheels develop only a little more than 
one-half of the total energy of the 
falling water.

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Stock Food vs. Oil Meal. 


It would seem from the above subject 
that I am expected to antagonize oil meal 
as a food for stock and show in what man- 
ner stock food or condiments may be its 
equal or superior as a feeding element. At 
the very outset let me say that it would 
be Impossible for me to antagonize either. 
They both have a place on my farm. The 
progressive farmer will do well to study 
carefully to what extent they are to be 
employed in the mixing of feeds and the 
balancing of rations for all kinds of live 
stock. 

Hie must first consider the component 
parts of each, and of the other feeds he 
will employ, and make his mixture accord- 
ingly. Our Experiment Stations have made 
wonderful advancement in this respect in 
the last decade. Practical tests have been 
made; and, by referring to Prof. Henry's 
valuable book, ‘‘Feeds and Feeding,’’ we 
learn that it requires a certain amount 
of dry matter of cértain nutrients for the 
maintenance of an ox. If is desired to pro- 
duce a gain in weight, economically, prof- 
itably and quickly, certain elements in the 
ration must be Increased; while if it is 
the object to maintain the present weight 
and also produce a flow of milk an entirely 
different ration must be compounded. 

We are located in the corn pelt; In Iowa, 
the banner agricultural state, in Clinton 
county, one of the best counties in the 
state, and the basis of all our feeding ra- 
tions must be corn and hay. To these will 
be added such other feeds as we may 
grow, providing the feeding element is 
cheaper than it would be to sell them and 
replace with other feeds that are richer 
in the digestible nutrients that are lowest 
In corn Hence we can usually afford to 
add oats, bran and oil meal to our corn 
ration, mixing In proportions required to 
snit the kind of stock we are feeding and 
the object to be attained 

We all know that a good calf, colt or 
pig may be produced with a liberal supply 
of corn and oats, and If you wish to change 
the ration and still have a good one, you 
may try oats and corn and then more oats; 
remembering always that there Is no one 
feed that comes as near a balanced ration 
for young stock of all kinds as oats do 
Corn and oats, supplementsd with good 
clover hay, corn fodder or ensilage, will 
make a very satisfactory feed 

We are told that corn, If fed alone, has 
tract and that oll meal has a cooling 
trac t and that oll meal has a cooling 
effect and steadily Increases the animal's 
appetite and keeps it normal. This prob 
ably is the reason why so much more sat 
isfactory results are obtained by cattle 
feeders where oil meal is fed perhaps to 
the extent of fifteen or twenty per cent 
of the total feed. To fattening cattle the 
addition of oll meal to the feed has a won 
derful effect upon the skin, making It soft 
and pliable to the touch and covered with 
a glossy, velvety coat of hair, showing a 
finish that cannot possible be obtained from 
corn alone. In our opinion, we can afford 
a small amount of oll meal, when a pound 
of it costs no more than two pounds of 
eorn, but ordinarily we would supplement 
the ration with oats and bran when the 
price is higher than that In ratlo. 

In this same connection we cannot afford 
to pass gluten meal without just a word 
commendation, though it is not nearly so 
well known In this section as oll meal 
Giuten meal is by a by-product resulting 
from the manufacture of starch from corn 
Prof. Curtiss tells us that the gluten meal 

not the gluten feed, for there is a dif 
ference—ts worth nearly as much, pound 
for pound, as old process oll meal, and th« 
one that ean be bought the cheapest Is 
the one to use Hie gives us this table of 
digestible nutrients, and I give them here 
that you may compare them and form your 
own conclusions and comparisons:

It will be noticed that the gluten meal 
Is the lowest In the principal elements lack 
ing in corn, viz. protein, having but 25.8 
per cent against 29.8 per cent In ofl meal 
but, on the other hand, we find the gluten 
meal has a total of 80.1 per cent of digest 
tible matter to only 69 per cent In the oll 
meal, hence we believe with the present 
difference in price it is preferable to oll

meal He tells us further that gluten 
meal is particularly valuable for feeding 
dairy cows and hogs The difference in 


the price between the two, at the present 
time, is nearly eight dollars per ton, there 
fore should be used in preference to ol 
meal at the present time Gluten meal 
sometimes more or less adulterated o1 
ixed with other feeds, and is then know! 
as gluten feed It is usualy about three 
dollars per ton cheaper than the pure 
meal and for the ordinary farmer Is just 
as good, it having more bulk and less con 
centrates, making it safer to feed In large 
quantities Prof. Curitss recommends it 
vy highly, and thinks it should be used 
wh erever the price will warrant. We con 
clude, then, that it will always pay t 
keep on hand a small supply of ofl meal 
or gluten meal for the econmical produc 
tion of beef or milk, but remember one 
thing, oll meal is not better than oats, 
corn or barley for pigs, while gluten meal 
may be fed them profitably at the present 
prices 
Let us now look for a moment on the 
subject of stock foods as they present 
themselves to our mind. Of course corn, 
oats, barley and hay are stock foods. We 
grow, them on our farms and we feed them 
te our live stock: still we do not asso 
clate them with the term stock food when 
we hear it spoken or see it in print, but

Various Recipes. 


A correspondent from Spencer 
writes 
“I wish you would send me your 


recipe for white meat sauce and differ- 
ent ways of using; also rice pudding 
and pancake recipes. What is the 
Japanese way of cooking rice? Please 
give me a pickle relish recipe. In iry- 
ing beefsteak should one use grease 
enough to cover it, or none at all and 
fry on a hot spider? What is the best 
way to warm Over or fry potatoes? I 
should also like a good recipe for 
Boston baked beans.” 

We endeavor to answer our corres- 
pondent’s questions, in part at 
as follows: 

White sauce: Two tablespoonfuls 
each of butter and flour, one pint milk, 
one-half teaspoonful salt, and a dash 
of pepper. Melt the butter and stir 
in flour until you have a smooth paste; 
add the milk gradually until it thick 
ens. This is nice for many things, 
meats of any kind, salmon, turnips, 
potatoes, or anything where one likes 
gravy. 

Sweet milk griddle cakes: Three 
cups flour, one-fourth cup sugar, two 
cups milk, one egg, one and a half 
tablespoonful baking powder, one tea- 
spoonful salt, and two tablespoonfuls 
melted butter. Mix dry ingredients 
beat egg, add milk and pour slowly 
on first mixture, Beat thoroughly and 
add butter. This will be lighter if 
eggs are beaten separately. Bake on 
soapstone griddle or iron witheut 
grease. Have griddle hissing hot. 

Boston baked beans: Soak 
quarts of beans in four quarts of water 
over night. Cook until they crack 
Have ready some soup stock from 
roast or any meat and add a cup of it 
if not too rich. Also two tablespoon 
fuls of molasses, or three or sugar, and 


least, 


two 


two teaspoonfuls of salt. Put all in 
a bean pot or covered pan with small 
piece of bacon or salt pork and bake 
all day in a moderate oven. 


Warmed over potatoes: ‘Take baked, 
or bolled potatoes, and peel. Have 
ready a hot frying pan well buttered. 
Put in the potatoes and with a bak- 
ing powder can for a chopper, chop 
them up. Season with salt, pepper, 
and a half cup of cream or milk. 
Japanese rice: One cup rice, three 
cups of cold salted water. Heat 
slowly until it boils. When it boils, 
set in a hotter place and boil furious- 


ly. Set it back with a lid under it. 

The water will gradually steam away 

and leave it dry and well cooked. 
Beefsteak should not be cooked in 


grease except its own fat. Have your 


pan hissing hot, then put in the 
steark ,sear, turn Over and sear the 
other side. This keeps the juices in 
the meat and makes it delicious. 


When done, put on a hot platter, but- 
ter, salt, and pepper to taste. 


Pictures Without a Camera. 
To HEARTS AND HoMEs. 

Every boy or girl would like to pos- 
ses a camera, but of course many of 
them can not have one, but they may 
make pictures any way. We have made 
lots of them, and they are very pretty. 
We call them “blue prints,” which I 
suppose is the correct name for them, 
To makethem, weusually buy the blue 
print paper of a dealer in photograph- 
ic supplies. We can make it but it 
colors our fingers some and you know 
girls do not like to get their fingers all 
stained up So we most always buy it; 
it costs less than a half a cent apiece 
for sheets four by five inches, and is 
of course cheaper when you make it. 

I will tell you how to make the 
paper, then you can do so if you want 
to. Take one and _= seven-eighths 
ounces of citrate of iron and ammonia, 
and one and one-fourth ounces of red 
prussiate of potash; dissolve each chem- 
ical separately in eight ounces of clear 
water, keep each in a separate bottle 
and mix them just before using. If 
you are going to make the pic ures on 
cloth for sofa pillows or picture 
frames, take white cotton or linen 
cloth, and float it in the mixture until 
it is thoroughly saturated, then hang 
it up to dry. This work must all be 
done in the dark room lighted only by 
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the ruby light, or a lamp carefully 
Shaded so that only a very dim light 
is in the room. When the cloth is al- 
most dry, put in it between sheets of 
blotting paper and lay a heavy Weight 
on to presg it out smooth, keep in a 
dark room until you go to use it. If 
you use paper instead of cloth 
apply the same mixture to a 
fair quality of well-sized, untinted 
paper this quantity of the mixture 
will produce about one hundred sheets 
of paper very sensitive to the light. 
After being sensitized this must be 
kept in the dark until it is put in the 
printing frame. 

You will need some sort of frame to 
print your picture in; the size of the 
frame will depend on the size of your 
paper; we use a gmall slate frame, 
with a piece of window giass the same 


size, fitted in where the slate used to 
go, then place the picture you wish 
made, then your blue paper, (which 


will be a sort of yellow), then a thin 


wooden or pasteboard back fastened 
together in the middle with a sort of 
hinge and that held in place by a 
stick slipped in at the back of the 
printing frame. The picture is then 
set in a sunny place and left (there 
until the yellow paper turns into a 
grayish purple then remove the sheets 
from the light and put them into a 
bath of coid water. ‘The time of ex- 


posure will vary according to how di- 


rect the suns rays are, but usually 
four minutes will be enough, for a 
g00d biue. If you have been making 
a picture on cloth, when you remove 
it from the printing frame and wash 
the cloth in three waters, scaiding hot, 
let it stand in cold water a minute or 
two, then place between layers of pa-

thoroughly soak the picture to be 
copied in wat:er, then lay it face down- 
ward on the printing glass, and let get 
perfectly dry, you must have it per- 
fectly smooth and no bubbles in it, 
then when dry dampen the back of the 
picture and with the fingers carefully 
rub off the back of the paper, this 
leaves a very thin paper with the de- 
sign on it. Always keep your sensitized 
paper in the dark.

Why Not Raise Thoroughbreds? 


To HEARTS AND HOoOMEs., 


A tiock of thoroughbred chickens are 
more attractive than any other ani- 
mal on the farm and it seems queer 
that so few farmers have them. While 
riding over the country well bred cat- 
tle and hogs are to be seen in abund- 
ance and farmers take pride in raising 
them; but on the same farm running 
among Red Polled cattle and Poland- 
China hogs are often to be seen chick- 
ens of every color and size and ail 
plainly bearing the name “scrub.” It 
seems to us there is no excuse for it. 
A flock of thoroughbred chickens does 
not necessarily represent a_ large 
amount of money and is generally 
within reach of every chicken raiser. 
It has been thoroughly proven that 
they are equally as profitable as the 
mixed ones to say the least, and the 
pleasure and satisfaction of raising 
them is surely doubled. 

For getting a start we would not ad- 
vise trying to breed from a flock of 
mixed chickens. Life is too short. If 
the farmer does not care to go into the 
fancy poultry business, a very cheap 
way is to buy several settings of eggs 
of some one who has the desired kind, 
but unscored. They can generally be 
bought at very reasonable prices. In 
the fall the mixed chickens can all be 
sold. When the next breedirig season 
begins head the flock with a well-scor- 
ing cock and you will have chickens of 
which nobody need be ashamed.

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Fattening Horses for Market. 
To WALLACES’ FARMER. 


An Illinois correspondent writes as 
follows: 


“Will you or some of the readers of 
Wallaces’ Farmer kindly advise me 
through the columns of your valuable 
paper how to handle, feed and what to 
feed to fatten horses for the market?” 

The first thing to do to get the most 
out of a horse when preparing him for 
market is to note carefully that he is 
not troubled with the many annoy- 
ances with interfere with his thrift 
The first essential undoubtedly is to 
note that his teeth are in satisfactory 
condition, some of them may have raw 
edges cutting the flesh of the cheek or 
there may be decayed teeth materially 


affecting the horse's digastion ‘he 
floater should be used without any de- 
lay and it is advisable to have this 


done by a veterinarian who thorough- 
ly understands this operation. It is 
surprising the number of thin horses 
that are in this condition because of 
the teeth and when these are remedied 
it is equally surprising the rapid gains 
which they made in condition. When 
the weather is suitable a thorough 
washing should be given and after be 
ing briskly dried the horse may be 
rubbed with a weak wash of creoline 
which will contribute to the appear- 
ance of the hair and condition of the 
skin. Having these things attended to, 
with light, airy quarters and a,dry bed, 
the horse is in a satisfactory condi- 
tion to respond to good feed. 

I infer that our correspondent hag in 
mud the feeding of heavy horses and 
not driving representatives. In feed- 
ing horses one of the characteristics 
of a horse to keep constantly in mind 
is the smallness of the stomach. A 
horse’ stomach will hold from threa 
to four gallons of fluid while that of 
a steer has a capacity of twenty gal- 
lons or Over. This fact makes it neces 
sary to feed small quantities frequent- 
ly to get the best results. It also 
emphasizes the point that it is efisy 
to feed a horse too much coarse fod- 
der. This is especially true if a horse 
is working steadily, for if he has an 
abundance of leisure he will have the 
time to thoroughly masticate the 
coarse fodder that is given him. The 
importance of this is emphasized by a 
statement made by one of our best 
authorities, Fleming, wherein he says 
thar when a horse eats ten pounds of 
hay he has to mix with it four times 
as much in saliva, but in consuming 
an equivalent amount of oats say five 
pounds he needs only five potunds 
of saliva and has in his stom- 
ach only ten pounds altogether 
Herein is an important’ differ- 
ence which should assist us ma 
terially in constructing rations for 
horses. The quantity as stated be 
fore should be limited and fed fre- 
quently and above all things avoiding 
long fasts and hurried feeding. Mie 
foods used by most of the feeders in 
Iowa are very similar so that it will 
only be necessary to give these in a 
general way. When horses are not 
doing work and only being fed to fat- 
ten them it is a common practice io 
fill their racks twice daily with hay 
thus giving them free access to it at 
any time as they have abundant leis- 
ure to eat it. They should also have 
water given them liberally twice daily. 

The general practice is to feed cornu 
early in the morning, at five, then 
about nine the hay racks are filled and 
oats and bran are fed, about twice as 
much bran as oats. Corn is commonly 
fed at noon and about three o’clock 
the oats and bran are again given and 
the hay racks re filled, and the horses 
watered. At six o’clock another feed 
of corn is given. It is very hard to 
get the exact quantities that should be 
used as they vary much according to 
object of feeding. At first it is neces- 
sary to feed light for fear of colic, 
but after the horses have been 91 
feed for some time they will take 
about ten ears of corn at a feed and 
about three quarts of oats and bran. 
Where a large number of horses are 
fed it is the general plan to put the:n 
in the barn and not give them any 
exercise until shipped. Of course this 
is not the best method of putting them 
in satisfactory condition but it is likely 
that they will make the greatest gain 
under such management. Where the 
number is such that the horses can 
not be exercised sufficiently for their 
health, the plan usually followed is to 
feed one-half pint of Glauber salts 
twice a week at equal intervals. in 
addition to the foods mentioned there 
are some others that could be used to

good advantage. I refer particularly 
to carrots as there is probably nothing 
more appetizing than these. Then 
a small quantity of oil meal wouid 
help to keep the bowels in good con- 
dition. In good thrift and fed in this 
way it is astonishing the gains tbat 
are reported as there are instances 
where healthy horses so treated have 
gained from three to five pounds per 
day for periods covering three months.

The Folger’s Early grew 
fourteen feet tall and stood up and 
kept beautifully green and cheerful, in 
spite of the solid thirty days of hot 
dry weuther, extending from July 24th 
to August 24th, without a drop of rain. 
It had a great mass of green blades 
when cut late and was by far the best 
fodder sorghum I ever raised. I un- 
derstand from the experimenter that it 
is considered the best molasses sor- 
ghum the station has found. 

Both Edgar and Folger’s Early are 
new varieties not generally known, I 





must say the land on which these 
varieties grew was rich, the Folger’s 
Early having been a small clover 
patch; the Edgar in another part of

Our Weekly Chicago Market Letter. 
Chicago, March 11.—Merchants express 
themselves as well satisfied with their 
trade, and all the inafcations are that the 
spring sales will beat all former records. 
The railroads are doing a great business, 
the February freight movement exceeding 
that of ail tormer yeurs tor the second 
month of the year. The banks have liberal 
funds, and loans are made at from 4 to 5 
per cent. The formation of trusts goes on, 
the tin can combination being the latest. 

Wheat, including flour, exports from our 
shores for the week aggregate 4,220,528 
bushels, ugainst 5,235,313 last week, 4,20%,- 
768 in the corresponding week of 1900, 4, 
398,821 in 1800 and 4,484,761 in 1898. From 
July 1 to date this season wheat exports 
are 138,677,517 bushels, against 138,580,358 
bushels last season, and 143,114,605 bushels 
in 188-1800. 

Corn exports for the week aggregated 
3,956,137 bushels, against 4,185,449 banhele 
last week, 2,187,824 bushels in this week 
a year ago, 3,736,586 bushels in IS90 and 
3,285,056 in 1808 From July 1 to date this 
season corn exports are 156,115,560 bushels, 
against 145,804,038 last season and 117,242, 
C21 in 1808-09. 

Wheat shows no marked change, there 
being no unusual amount of speculation, 
but a steady demand of good proportions 
both from domestic millers and exporters 
The price for cash lots of No. 2 wheat does 
not get far away from 74 cents a bushel, 
as compared with 65 cents a year ago 
Wheat is marketed with sumeient freedom 
to hold prices down, holders evidently con 





sidering the price a good one to sell at. The 
corn trade is on a rather extensive scale, 
and the price holds pretty well around 40 
cents for cash lots of No. 2, that price 
being about 6G cents higher than corn 
brought a year ago. Corn has more friends 
among the speculative element than wheat, 
und farmers are, in a great majority of 
cases, inclined to put their corn into cattle 
and hogs rather than sell the grain The 
last crop was a big one, and yet there is 


every indication that it will be mostly used 
up on the farms, although the exports of 
corn are very liberal these tines. Oats are 


selling quite well at about 2 cents above 
the price paid one year ago 

Cattle are no longer being rushed to 
murket as recklessly as they were a few 
weeks ago, and smaller offerings hia 
given sellers a chance to make better term 
with buyers, last week's sak howing ad 


vances of fully 25 cents per 100 pounds in 
many instances over the figures paid du 


ing the recent low time. The receipts con 
tinue to run largely to short fed cattle, but 
there are not so many of them, and thi 
mukes a better market, although the gen 
eral demand has not increased much in vol 
ume of late. Beef steers are selling large 


ly at a range of $4.50 to $5.50, the poore) 
qualities going for $550 to $4.25, while a 
limited number of cholce to fancy beeves 





Cows 
and heifer sales show higher prices, and 
the general market is much bette: The 
traffic in stockers and feeders shows more 
life, and young feeders of choice to extra 
quality and breeding bring $4.55 to $4.75 per

age of the choicer kinds. Farm chunks and 
heavy drafters are coming to market freely, 


und there is a decidedly lively demand for 
the former at $60 to $130 us an extreme 


range for chunks weighing from 1,200 to 
1,500 pounds, with sales largely at $75 to 
$100. A good many farmers ure coming 
here and buying horses at public auction 
Ileavy drafters are selling more freely at 
firmer prices, the extreme top being $225 


with many choice animals closed out at $160 
to $200. The cheaper grades of draft horse 
find purchasers at $80 to $120 good many 
being shipped back to the country Good 
drivers sell quickly at $125 to $200, the 
bulk of the consignments being of medium 
quality, such as sell for $75 to $115 The 
most striking feature of the market is tne 
searcity of horses on western and eastern 
farms, the demand from farmers being very 
large 

There is no abatement In the demand for 
hogs to supply the wants of Chicago pack 
ers, and with a large numper required to 
ship from here to eastern points and only 


fair receipts, prices show unusual strength 
most of the time. Of course, reactions in 
prices are inevitable, but after every «de 
cline they quickly rally, for the supply ts 
not equal to the demand, ‘The heavy hogs 
ure the favorites, as they always are when 
they are the searcest, and such offerings 
command a premium. The -hogs received 


here during the month of February ave! 
aged but 224 pounds, and receipts at other 
western points were still lighter, indicating 
that the last crop is well marketed. The 
feeders are running many of their swine to 
market before they are fully matured, part 
ly in order to take the good prices, but 
largely in order to sell their corn, the price 
for that grain being higher In many coun 
try sections than at prominent market cen 
ters. Pigs have been very scarce, and they 
are selling not far from the prices paid for 
prime heavy hogs, there being a large de 
mand. Hogs sell at $5.40 to $5.70 

The marketing of sheep and lambs is no 
longer in excess of the trade requirements 
and prices are advancing for good flock 
of sheep, while lambs rule firm. Exporters 
are still liberal purchasers of prime heavy 
wethers, and a few extra fine sold the other 
day for $4.85 per 100 pounds. The better 
grades of yearlings sell for $4.75 to $5, light 
weights selling at the top. Lambs are sell 
ing from $5 to $5.25 for the better class, 
with ordinary lots going at $4.50 to $4.75 
Ewe sheep sell at $3.50 to $4.40. There is 
a constant demand for sheep and lambs to 
send back to the country for proper fatte n 
ing, and as high as $5.10 has been paid 
lambs, feeding yearlings bringing $4 to $4.50 
per 100 pounds. As high as $4.60 has been 
paid in the Chicago market recently ly 
Michigan feeder for 90-pound yearlings that 
were almost fat enough for the butchers 
They were sold to H. C. Ward of Pontiac, 
who feeds more sheep and lambs than any
